CONVERTIBILITY 
The problem of money and its v alue has long 
plagued the human race. There is no univ ersal 
m ontetary standard. It used to be, in 
what ap­ 
pears to us now the v ery distant past, that gold 
was acknowledged as the base to which most cur­ 
rencies were related. But the world went off gold 
and nev er got right again. 
The British were the first among the great 
m arketing nations to open a free m arket for 
gold. The operation is still small and is in a few 
hands led by Samuel Montagu 
& Co., Ltd., an old 
and highly respected banking house in London. 
It is tdo early to say that the British are ready 
to restore the gold standard, but they are pre­ 
pared to establish some system of conv ertibility, 
that is, for a free and more stabilized conv ersion 
of one currency to another. 
Most of the continental European countries 
are opposed to conv ertibility because they pres­ 
ently manipulate their currencies to giv e them an 
adv antage in world m arkets. Their general con­ 
tention is that if they lose that adv antage, they 
will not be able to compete with American goods 
which are produced by mass production methods 
and therefore more cheaply in huge quantities. 
Continental European countries are not ready 
for mass production because they lack a home 
m arket to sustain this method. They cannot dis­ 
pose of immense quantities say of automobiles. 
Most of those countries hav e too low a standard 
of liv ing for v ast mass production enterprises. 
They cannot sell to their own markets. Many of 
them will nev er be able to meet American pro­ 
ductiv ity Rind economically should not be. In fact, 
the past years of supported prices would indicate 
that our productiv e capacity is so great that it 
is rapidly ov ercoming our ability to consume.

which, for deliberate disregard 
of what the Communist hav e 
been doing in the last ten years, 
has few parallels in brazenness 
and effrontery. 
With an air of innocence that 
seems incredible, Molotov sol­ 
emnly told the delegates that 
the m ilitary bases being con­ 
structed by the W estern powers 
in Europe hav e “nothing to do 
with 
defense” and that 
this 
“can be deduced from the mere 
fact that they are to be found ; 
thousands of miles away from 
the 
c o u n t r i e s 
constructing 
them.” 
HAS MOLOTOV nev er heard 
of the jet plane and the speed

trav el nowadays? Does he really 
think 
anybody will believ e his 
bland statem ent that, because
